The demonstration from a 
spectacular point was suecessful, The 
claim is made that hoynesite will not 
only be more powerful than dynamite, 
but that the injurious effects of that 
‘explosive and other powders will be 
minimized and that its use will be gn. 
accompanied by the | Somes that have

Among the spectators were sixteen 
young women. The fair ones were not 


excited when the word was given that 
the explosion was about to take place, 
while men. who have witnessed many 
explosions when experiments with 
powder have ben made and saw their 
disastrous results, took shelter behind 
the rocks. The young women could 
fot understand the apparent lack of 
confidence upon the part of the prac- 
tical mining men present. 
Safety of Explosive. 
The most important qdality of 
hoynesite, it is claimed, is the éase 
with which it can be handled with 
safety. It can be kicked about where 
dynamite would explode instantly, set 
fire to, and otierwise handled with-

| blasting Hoynesite proved to be all 
that was claimed for it. Fourteen 
holes averaging from nine to four. 
teen feet in depth were drilled at the 
foot of the quarry face. Ninety-one 
pounds of the explosive were used, 
where on other oeeasions 260 pounds 
of dynamite would be required. When 
the explosion occurred a thousand 
tons of rock were lifted tnto the air 
and seemed to settle almost instantly. 
There was no fiying of rock as ta the 
case with dynamite. The secret of 
the power of Hoynesite, it is claimed, 
lies in its confinement. It will not 
freeze, and it has no disagreeable 
fumes. In appearance it ts similar to 
dynamite. 

Especially interested were the for- 
eign diplomats and representatives of 
the Bureau of Mines, and, if as they 
state, the safety with whieh the explo- 
sive van be handled, all Burepe will be 
interested in the use of the explosive 
from a humanitarian standpoint.
